“A majority of the cases result from 
Mauser builets with afew from Martini- 
Henry, and the difference is extremely 
marked. The Mauser does not inflict so 
severe a wound and the crushing power is 
distinctly Jess. In most cases it is diffi- 
cult to determine the aperture of entry 
and that of exit from the appearance of 
the wound, both apertures in nearly all 
cases being identical ja size. Of course I 
am referring to wounds of fleshy nature 
the bullets traversed the muscular struc- 
tures only. In the case of perforation, 
grooving or tunnelling of bones, the aper- 
ture of exit is much enlarged.

In a great number of cases the ordinary 
field dressing is quite sufficient to bring 
about complete healing, and the small 
calibre rifle and the consequent size of the 
bullet tell most favorably. In fact, instead, 
as with the Martini-Henry or Remington 
bullet, of a wound resulting through 
which one can thread a large-sized drain- 
age tube, the tissues are so little disturbed 
that they close immediately after the mis- 
sle has passed, and the healing begins at 
once. Ia nearly all cases they are as ac- 
ceptic as can be wished.

GENERAL GATACRE'’S

DISCIPLINE AND ARTILLERY ALONE SAVED

Lonpon, Dec. 13.—Some official ex- 
planation is offered of General Gatacre’s 


to the war office as foilows:— 


“The idea to attack Stormberg seemed 
to promise certain success, but the dis- 
tance was underestimated by myself and 
the locai guides. A pcliceman took us j{ 
round some miles; consequently we were 
marching from 9 30 p. m. tili 4 a. m. and } 
were landed inan impossible position. I 
do not consider the error intentional. The 
Boers commenced firing from the top of 
an unscalable hill and wounded a good 
many of our men while in the open plain. 
The Northumberlands tried to turn out 
the enemy, but failed. The second Irish 
Fusiliers seized a_kopje near and held on, 
supported by the mounted infantry and 
Cape police. The guns under Jeffries 
could not have been better handled, but I 
regret to say that one gun was Overturned 
ina deep mullah and another sank in the 
quicksand. Neither could be extricated 
in time to be available. Seeing the situa- 
tion, I sent a despatch rider to Molteno 
with the news and collected and withdrew 
our force from ridge to ridge for about 
nine miles. The Boer guns were remark- 
ably well served. They carried accurately 
5,000 yards. I am holding Bushmanshook 
and Cypergat. Am _ sending the Irish 
Rifles and Northumberlands to Sterk- 
stroom to recuperate. The wounded 
proceed to Queenstown. The missing 
Northumberlands number 366; not 306 as 
previously reported.”,
